NEW YORK recently dedicated an 
edifice which is used as a church 
and called a Cathedral by its pastor, 
the Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick. 
Modernist. 

John D. Rockefeller was a heavy 
contributor to the 84.000.000 temple 
which, according to information sent 
out, “contains a bowling alley, gym- 
nasium, phone booths instead of con- 
fessionals, coffee percolators instead | 
of censers, a luxurious theatre in the 
crypt and Carillon bells, seventy-two 
in number, rung by electricity. Its 
altar is a small, unornamented square 
of masonry lost in the towering sweep) 
of Gothic arches.”

sylvania train a few days ago a 
Hebrew merchant from Chicago told 
the writer that as he went from his 
hotel to the Pennsylvania Station in 
New York the day before, he saw a 
“bread line” more than three blocks 
long, every individual of which wats 
awaiting his turn to be served by the 
Franciscan Fathers on Thirty-first 
Street. Their extreme need was evi- 
dent from the fact that the gift 
awaited was a nickel or a dime. 

Speaking before a civic organiza- 
tion in New York recently, Al Smith, 
former Governor of New York, de- 
clared that 1,500 men were being fed 
daily at St. Vincent’s Hospital, New 
York. Continuing the ex-Governor 
said: 

“Practically all the charity drives 
this year were below their usual an- 
nual quotas and that makes the sit- 
vation just a little more acute because 
they have not in their hands and 
available the funds they have had in 
years when times were better. 

“The cold weather will bring men 
here. The suffering will be great. All 
the public work appropriated for, so 
far as the city and State are con- 
cerned, if put into operation at once, 
would not make very much of a dent 
in this unemployment situation. The 
State, I know, is progressing with the 
work as fast as it possibly can, Every- 
thing that can be put under contract 
is there. It is necessarily slow, be- 
cause, unfortunately, our governments 
build their buildings and their public 
works by law. 

“The people all over the country 
look to New York for leadership. It 
is the heart and centre of the com- 
mercial and financial world, and they 
are going to watch us to see how we 
men are going to handle the situa. 
tion.”

ECAUSE of the dissatisfaction of 

large groups of people with the 
boundary lines drawn by representa- 
tives of the allied powers after the 
World War, the governments under 
which these groups now live are ex- 
tremely jealous of neighboring gov- 
in whose territory they 
lived formerly. 

During the recent ninth centenary 
celebration in Budapest, the govern- 
ment of Jugo-Slavia refused to permit 
any of its people to go into Hungary. 
In Jugo-Slavia there are 3,000,000 
Croatians, who formerly were under 
Hungarian rule, and who are much 
dissatisfied under Serbian rule. They 
had considerable autonomy under the 
old order, but feel that they are op- 
pressed under the new order. They 
profess the Catholic faith, while King 
Alexander shows a great preference 
for the Greek Orthodox Church, which 
he is able to use as his tool. 

In the yveighboring country, Rou- 
mania, there are more than 1,000,000 
Hungarians who do not know the 
Roumanian ‘language, and who 
profess a different faith from that 
which is dominant in Roumania. This 
government, like that of the Serbian 
government, does not want friendly

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THEIR ZEAL VS. OURS 


We have called the attention of our readers on more 
than one occasion to the zeal of the Lutherans and the sacri- 
Hes which they make, not only for the spread of their faith, 
but for the purpose of disposing the American people to a 
favorable attitude towards their Church. The Lutherans of 
the United States, divided among twenty-two bodies, have a 
membership only about twelve per cent as great as that of 
Catholics. The Missouri Lutheran Synod, whose strength is 
principally in the middle west states, counts about 700,000 
members, yet for general Synod purposes it appropriates 
more money than does the whole Catholic body of the United 
States for general works of the Church. It does everything 
in a business-like way, budgeting its financial program. 

The National Council! of Catholic Men has had a difficult 
time collecting $75,000.00 from 20,000,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of its weekly Radio Hour, yet we read that the Wal- 
ther League of the Lutheran churches is sponsoring a Radio 
Hour oVer a net work of thirty stations at a cost of $60,000 
a year; and that the Lutheran Laymen's League, affiliated 
with the Missouri Synod. is also using the radio over a na- 
tional hook-up. 

Another thing Catholics should learn from the Lutherans 
is to gather members of the parish together to listen to the 
Catholic Hour in parish halls or elsewhere. This is the man- 
ner in which Lutherans are cooperating with their organiza- 
tions for the greatest possible efficiency of the Lutheran Radio 
Hour. It is quite generally admitted that the Catholic Hour 
is about the highest class religious program on the air. The 
music is furnished, for the most part, by the internationally 
known Paulist Choir, and the speakers discuss such themes 
as have a general Christian interest. Catholics should not 
only listen-in, but should advertise the hour and induce 
others to tune in.

In the Paris edition of the New York Herald, dated Sep- 
tember 4, 1980, we read that the Catholic Centre Party of 
Germany which polled nearly 5,000,000 votes during the elec- 
tion that month, is the patriotic party of Germany. 

Communists and the several brands of Socialists polled 
nearly 20,000,000 votes. 


The world over, even in countries where there is no Cath- 
olic party, Catholics may be relied upon as the real patriotic 
group. Despite the fact that they render spiritual allegiance 
to a common international authority, they are, in whatever 
country they live, urged to respect the constituted civil auth- 
ority, to obey it, and to work in the interest of a stable soc- 
iety.
